-(Special.)—One of the most dramatie features of the 
Howell cornered Hoke Smith regard to the 
latter’s negro appointments when he was Secretary of the Interior. Mr. 
had a good deal to say about the negro circular, denying the statement contained 
therein. Mr. Howell in answer handed Mr. Smith a proposition in regard to the 
matter and defied him to sign it. Mr. Smith plainly lost his temper and declined 
to sign. In other words he was afraid to submit to test proposed to ascertain the 
facts in regard to his appointment of negroes. Mr. Howell’s proposition follows: 

(1.) I make the statement that comparatively few of the negro appointments 
as. listed in this disfranchisement circular were ever passed upon by the Civil 
Service Comriission,-and that.a majority of them were not even undér the juris: 
diction of the Civil Service Commission. I will give One Thousand Dollars to 
Miss Berry’s schoal if Mr. Smith will show to the contrary, provided he will agree 
to give One Thousand Dollars if he fails to do so. 

(2.) I will give One Thousand Dollars to Miss Berry’ s school if Mr. Smith will 
show that the application of David M. Turner, Bishop Turner’s son—who was 
dismissed several times by republican adminstrations for drunkenness and in- 
competency—was ever passed upon by the Civil Service Commission, or that the 
Civil Service Commission requested his reinstatement—provided Mr. Smith wili 
give One Thousand Dollars if he fails to do so. 

(3.) I will make the same proposition as regards the appointment of Corne- 
lius King, Bishop Turner’s son-in-law, to a One Thousand- Dollar position under 
Secretary Smith’s administration. 

(4.) I will offer still another One Thousand Dollars to Miss Berry’s school 
if he will show where the Civil Service Commission asked to have John P. Turner, 
another son of Bishop Turner’s, transferred from the treasury department to the 
interior department, without the request for the transfer having first been made 
by Mr. Smith’s own department—provided Mr. Smith will offer to pay One 
Thousand Dollars if he fails to prove to the contrary.

LBANY, Ga., July 9—(Special.)—Here is Mrs.. 
Hampton’s affidavit. regarding her treatment by 
Hoke Smith while he was secretary of the interior,

“Georgia, Fulton County—In person appeared before 
me, MRS. MARGARET J. HAMPTON, who being duly 
sworn, says: 

“T was born and reared in Dublin, Laurens county, Geor- 
cia, and am a daughter of the late Jeremiah H. Yopp, a pi- 
oneer citizen of that county, and am related to the Stanleys, 
the Rowes, Chappells and other families of that county. 

“I married in Dougherty county, Georgia, and am re- 
lated by blood or marriage to many people of Dougherty and 
Baker counties, among others being the Davis and Collier 
families of Dougherty, and the Hampton and O’Neal fam:- 
i:es of Baker. 

“T am a sister to Mrs. C. C. Niles, now residing in At- 
lauta, Ga., the wife of the late Professor A. B. Niles, of Grif- 
Ga., and the mother of the late Chic Niles, of Columbus, 
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em 
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fin, 
Ga. 

“T am the widow of John Randolph Hampton, a con- 
1e-lerate: soldier who died of a malady superinduced by 
wounds, received at Powell’s Gap, fighting in the command 
of General Kirby Smith. 

“As such widow I draw a pension from the state of 
Georgia, and aside from said pension I have relied, since my 
ousband’s death, on my own earnings to support myself, and 
wile they were living my two children. 

‘In 1893, through the kindness of Hon. L. F. Livingston, 
ybtained a permanent clerkship, at fifty dollars per month, 
the patent office at Washington. 

“Subsequently I was transferred by Mr. Hoke Smith to 
the census bureau, for the purpose of giving my position in 
the patent office to one of his friends, Mr. Smith giving his 
assurance, at the time said change was made, that he would 
sce that I was provided for, when the census closed.
